Accidents) before-hand to fumme vp the benefits 
of that Countrey ; partly becaufe they daily encreafe 
by new Difcoueries made, to the glory of our.moft 
gratious King, and euer renowned toall pofteritie;for 
thefounding and fupporting of this meft Royall and 
blefled work of Plantation, to the great a aa ii

and happineffe of his moft famous Kinigdomess and 
partly , becaufe fuch is the cuftomary daintinefle of 
‘Readers, that they feldome take the paines to gather 

“together all that hath beene written of any fubiect, 
that fo they might take the whole bufinefle into their 
confideration,(which is the onely way to make a true 
iudgement,) but vfually content themfelues with one 
or two Bookes fet out occafionally, and vith refe- 
rence to fome former Treatifes, whereby they gaine 
but alame and pareell-knowledge, and fo oftentimes 
both preiudice chemfeluesand the truth. 


HE Countrey called Vineinta (fonamed by 

the late Virgin- Queene Elizabeth of bleffed me- 
mory) being the rightful inheritance of his Maiefty, 
as being firft difcouered at the cofts and charges of 
that moft prudent Prince of famous memory, King 
Henry the Seauenth, his Maiefties great Grand-father 
The Patent whereof ftillextant to be feene, was gran- 
ted to lohn Cabot and diuers other of his fubiects, who 
went thither with fixe Saile of Ships, and difcouered 
as farre as from Cape Florida to New-found-land, all 
along the Coaft, and tooke poffeffion thereof to the 
Kings vie, about that time when Ferdinando and 
Yabella di{coucred the Wefterne Indies: (by which title 
of firft difcouery the King of Portugal and Spainer 
hold and enioy their ample and rich Kingdomes in 
their Indies Eat & Weft:) A coaft where King Edward 
the Sixtafter planted his fifhing to the New-found-land 
by publike Ain Parliament,and of which Philip -4- 
madas and Arthur Barlow tooke againe pofleflion to 


the vie of the late Queene Elizabeth : andafter them; 
ew: Sar 
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Sin Richard Greenfield, Sir Ralph Lane, and Sir Walter 
Rawleigh; at what time feuerall Colonies were there 
placed. And fince his Maietties mofthappy comming 
to the Crowne, being an abfolute King of three of the 
moft populous Kingdomes (which Charles the Fift 
- was wont to tearme Oficina gentinm , the fhop or 
forge of men,) finding his Subieéts to multiply by the 
blefled peace they enioy vnder his happy gouern- 
ment, did out of his high wifedome and Princely care 
of the good of his Subie¢ts, grant a moft gratious Pa- 
tent to diuers Honourable perfons, and others of his 
louing Subieés, authorizing them thereby to goeon 
in the Plantation of this his lawfull and rightfull King- 
dome of Vireinta, which by the bleffing of Al- 
mighty God is growne to good perfection. 


Ss fpatious and fruitful Country of Virgin ta, 
E is (as is generally knowne to all) naturally rich, 
and exceedingly well watered , very temperate, and 
health full to the Inhabitants,abounding with as many 
naturall bleffings , and replenifhed with as goodly 
Woods, and thofe full of Deere and fundry other 
beafts for mans fuftenance ; and the Seas and Riuers 
thereof (many therein being exceeding fayre and na- 
uigable) as full of excellent fith of divers forts, and 
both water & land yeeldingas great variety of fowle, 
as any Country inthe world is knowneto afford. The 
fituation whereof being neere the middeft of the 
world, betweenc the extremities of heate and colde, 
feemes to partake of the benefits of both, and therby 
becometh capable of the richeft commodities of moft 
- partsof the Earth. From whence arifeth an afftrance

that (by the affittante and skill of induttry) thofe rick 
Furres, Cordage, and other Commodities; which 
with difficulty and danger are new drawn from Rufia, 
will be had in Virx@pnta.and the parts adioyning, 
witheafe and fafery... And the Mats, Plancks, and 
Boards, thePitclsand Tarre, the Pot-afhes and Sope- 
afhes, the Hempe and Flaxe, which now are fetched’ 
from Norway, Denmarke, Poland, and Germany, wilk 
there be hadin abundance. Fhe Iron, which hath fo 
watted our Englith Woods,(that it {elfein fhort time 
mult decay together withthem) is to be had in V rre 
6 Int a (where wafting of Woods isan eafeand bene- 
fit tothe Planter) for all: good conditions anfwerable 
tothe beft Iron of the world, whereof proofe hath 
beene made. The Wines, Fruits, and Salt of France 
and Spaine : the Silkes of Perfia and Italy, will be had 


_alfoin Virgrnta, in no kinde of worth inferiour, 


where are whole Woods of many miles together of 
Mulberry trees of the beft kindes, the. proper food of 
the Silke-worme, and a multitude- of other naturalf 
commodities..Of Woods, Rootsand Berries, for ex- 
cellent Dyes; of Plants and other Drugs for Phyficall 
feruice ; of fweet Woods, Oyles and Gummes, for 
pleafure and other vfe; of Cotton-wooll, Silke-graffe 
and Sugar- Canes, will there be had inabundance,with 
many other kindes. . And for Gorne, Cattell, and 
Fith, (which are the fubftance of the food of man) 
in no place better.: the Graine alfo of our owne 
Country profpering there very well; but their Maize 
(being the naturall Graine of Vira tn1a)dothfarre 
exceed in pleafantnefie, ftrength, fertilitie, and gene- 
ralitie of vic, the Wheat of Exgland, ?

The Cattell which were tranfported thither (being- 
now grewne necre to fifteene hundred) doc become 
much bigger of bedy then the breed from whence 
they came. The Horfes alfo (through the benefit of 
the Climate, and nature ef their feeding) more beau- 
tifull and fuller‘of courage. And fuch is the extraor- 
dinary fertilitie of that {oyle, that the Does of their 
Deere (akinde differing from ours in Zxgland, yet no 
way inferiour) yeeld two Fawnes ata fall or birthand 
| fometimesthree. And the Fifhings along our Coatts 
are in plenty of Fifh equall to thofe of New-found- 
 Jand,and in greatneffe and goodneffe much fuperiour, 
and twice in the yeare to be taken, intheir going and ~ 
returne, which is not elfe-where found in fuch plenty 
and varietie ; Soas there went this yeare from diuers 
parts of this Kingdome, neere thirty Saile thither, 
who are well returned and richly fifhed. 

Fo conclude (but out of certaineaduertifements fo 
often reiterated from thence, as well as by the con- 
ftant relations of many hundreds now yearely com- 
ming & going) they anow, that it isa Country which 
nothing but ignorance ean thinke ill of, and which no: 
man but ofa corrupt minde & ill purpofe can defame,, 
which as it paralellech the moft epulent and rich King- 
domes of the world, by lying in the fame Latitude 
withthem, fo doth it promife richer Mynes of the 
beftand moft defired mettals with them, when the 
Colonie hall be of fufficient ftrength to open and de- 
fendthem. And forthe Paffage thither, and Trade. 
there, it is free from all reftraint by forren Princes,. 
whereunto moft of our other accuftomed trades are 
fubiedt: there isneyther danger in the way, through:

the encountring ofthe Enemy ot Pyrate,normecting 
with Rockes or Sholes (by reafon of the fayre and 
fafe paflage thorow the maine Ocean) nor tedioufnes 
of iourney , which by reafon of better knowledge 
then in former yeares (the fruit of time and obferua- 
tion) is oftner made and in féwer weekes, then for- 
merly it was wont to be in moneths; which (with 
the blefling of God) produced in the laft Summer this 
effect, that in the Fleet of nine Saile of fhips, tranfpor- 
ting aboue feauen hundred Paflengers out of Exzgland 
and Ireland, for the Plantation, but one perfon (in 
whofe roome another at Sea was borne) mifcarryed 
by the way. And fer them after ariuall, there are con- 
uenient lodgings now in building , and carefull atten- 
dance in Guefts-houfes prouiding,till thofe that ariuc 
can prouide for themfelues. :

{pace haué beene granted fifty Patents to particular 
perfons, for Plantation in Vire1n1a, whowith 
their Affociates haue vndertaken therein to tran{port 
great multitudes of people and cattell thither, which 
for the moft part is fince performed, and therefidue © 
now in preparing, as by. the feuerall Declarations a 
eac 


each yeare in their particulars, (manifefted and appro- 
ued in our general! and publike Quarter-Courts) and 
for the fuller fatisfaction of all defirous to vnderftand 
the particularities of fuch proceedings, hath beene by 
printing commended tothe vnderftanding of all. 
The Lettérs written from the Gowernor and Trea- 
__ farer in V txo1nta in the beginning of arch laft, 
(which came hither in 4pze/,) gaue aflurance of ouer- 
comming and bringing to perfection in this yeare,the 
Iren-works, Glaffe-works, Salt-works, the plentiful! 
fowing ofall forts of Englifh graine with the Plough, 
hauing now cleared good quantitie of ground;{etting 
of ftore of Indian Corne or Maize, fufficient for our 
felues, and for trucke with the Natiues ; reftraint of 
the quaritity of Tobacco, andamendment of it in the 
quality, learned by time and experience ; The plan- 
ting of Vines and Mulberry-trecs neere to their hou- 
fes, Figg-trees, Pomgranats, Potatoes, and Cotton- 
wooll feedes, Pocoon, Indico,Sugar-Canes,Madder, 
Woade, Hempe, Flaxe, and Silke-grafle; and forthe 
erecting of a fayre Inne in Iames-Citie for the better 
entertainment ofnew commers,whetetoand to other 
publike workes, cuery old planter there offered free- 
ly andliberally to contribute. I write the words of 
their Letters. And how ina late Difcouery made, 2 
few moncths before by fome of them to the South- 
ward, they had paft thorow great Forretts-of Pines, 
fifteene or fixteene miles broad, and aboue threcfeore 
miles long, very fit for Maftes for fhipping, and for 
Pitch and Tatre, and of other forts of woods fit for 
Pot-afhes and Sope-afhes, and came vnte a moft 
fruitfull Country, blefed with abundance of Corne,

Andhow that 
in December laft they had planted and cultivated in 
Vireinia Vines of all forts, (as well thofe natural- 
ly growing,asthofe other Plants fentthem from thefe 
parts of Europe ) Orenge and Lemon-trees , Figge- 
trees, Sugar-Canes, Cotton-wooll, Caffaui Rootes, 
(that make very good bread) Plantanes, Potatoes, and 
fundry other /adian fruits and plants not formerly 
feenein VirGinia, whichat the time of their faid 
Letters beganne to profper very well: asalfo their In- 
dico-feedes, for thetrue cure whereof there is lately 
caufed aTreatifetobe written. =” 

_ Furthermore, they write that in a Voyage made 
by Lieutenant Marmaduke Parkinfon, and other En- 
glifh Gentlemen, vp the Riuer of Patemack they faw - 
a China Boxe at one of the Kings houfes where they 
were: Being demanded where he had it,madean{wer, 
That it was fent him from a King that dwelt in the 
Weff, ouer the great Hils, fome tenne dayes iourney, 
whofe Countrey isnearea great Sea, hee having that 
Boxe, froma people as he faid, that came thither im 
fhips, that weare cloaths,crooked fwords,& fomwhat 
like our men,dwelt in houfes,and were called .Acanack- 
China: and ke offered our people, that he would find

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his Brother along with them tothat King, which of- 
| fer the Gouernor purpofed not to refufe ; and the 
rather,by reafon of the continual conftant relations of 
 allthofe Savages in Virotnta, of a Sea,and the way 
~ toit Welt, they affirming that the heads of all thofe 
_ feaucn goodly Riuers, (the leaft wherof is greater ther 
the Riuer of ramses,and navigable aboue an hundred 
and fifty miles, and not aboue fixe or cight miles one 
from another) which fall all into one great Bay, haue 
their rifing out of a ridge of hils, that runnes all along 
Southand North : whereby they doubt not but to 
finde a fafe, eafte, and good paflage to the South Sea, 
part by water, and part by land, efteeming it not aboue 

‘an hundred and fifty miles from the head of the Falls, 
| where weeare now planted ; the Difcouery whereof 
will bring forth a moft rich trade to Cathay, China, Ia- 
pan, and thofe other of the Eaf Indies ,to the ineftimae 
ble benefit of this Kingdome. 

But for the further proofe hereof, and of 
the North-weft paflage thither by Sea, I referre the 
Reader to the Treatie annexed at the end of this 
Booke, written by that learned and famous Mathema- 
sician, M'. Henry Briggs, whichI hauing happily at- 
tained vnto, haue publifhed for the common good. 

Morcouer, the Letters of Mr. Johw Berkley, fome- 
times of Bewerftone Caftlein the County of Glocefer, 
(a Gentleman of an honorable Familie) likewife cer- 
tifie, that a more fit place for Iron-workes (whereof 
he was made Mafter & ouer-feer)then in VIRGINIA, 
both for wood, water, mynes, and ftone, was not to 
be found : And that by Whit/ontide thennext (now 

paft) the Company mightrelye vpon good ji ap wees

of Iron made by him.: which alfo by Letters from 
Mr. George Sande the third of March laft, was confir- 
med, with this farther defcription of the place (called 
The falling Creeke) to be fo fitting for that purpote, as 


4f Nature had applyed her felfe to the wifh. and di- 


reGion of the Workeman ; where alfo were great 
ftones hardly feene elfe-where in Virotnra, lying 
onthe place, as though they had beene brought thi- 
ther to. aduance the ere@tion of thofe Workes.. ) 
The Letters.ofthe French Vignerous or Vine-men, 
procured out of France & fent ouer into VIRGINTA, 
did likewife affertaine, that no Countrey in the world 
was more proper for Vines, Silke, Rice, Oltues, and 
other Fruits, then. Virointa is: and that it farre 
excelled their owne Countrey of Languedocke; the 
Vines of diuers forts being in abundance naturally 
ouer allthe Countrey : and they hauing planted fome 
cuttings of Vines at Michaelmas laft, in their Letters 
affirme that thefe bare Grapes already this Spring, to 
their great wonder, as being athing they fuppofe not 
heard of in any other Countrey. A tafte of Wine 
nade of the wilde grape, they laft yeare fent, with 
hope to fenda good quantitie thisnext Vintage ;and 
that the Mulberry-trees where they abode were in 


-wonderfull abundance, and much excelling both in 
goodneffe and oreatneffe thofe of their owne Coun- 


try. of Languedocke: and that thofe Silke-wormesthey 


haue, profper exceeding well , and. fome Silke they 


hope to fend this yeare, there wanting nothing to fet 
ypthat rich Commodity. but ftore of hands where- 
with England doth abound. OF the fruit of which 


Mulberry. trees, (as of a Plum there plentifully grow- 
ine)

ing) they would make wholfome drinkes for the Co: 

lony and peoplethere. 
The Letters of Mt.Porey (verifiedalfo from the Ge- 
aermor and Councell) aducttifed ofa late Difcouery by 
| him and others made inte the great Bay Northward, 
(referuing the founding of the bortome thereof fora 
fecond Voyage,) where hee left fetled. very happily 
-- neare an hundred Englith, with hope ofa good trade 
for Furres thereto be had. From thence was brought 
by Lieutenant Perkinfon, in his voyage, fome of that 
ind of Earth which is called Tevra Lemnia'(there to 
be hadin greatabundance) as good as that of Turkey. 


‘Pres (though it be but in part) the Reader may 
Yynderftandthe great riches and bleffings of this 
excellent Countrey, which even ordinary diligence 
and care muf needes ftrangely improue. But that 
all men may fee the vnpartiall ingenuity of this Dif- 
courfe, we freely confeffe, that the Countrey is not 
fo good, as the Natives are bad, whofe barbarous Sa- 
uagenefie needs more cultivation then the ground it 
felfe, being more ouerfpread with inciuilitie and trea- 
chery, then that with Bryers. For the land being tilled 
and vfed well by vs, deceiued not our expeétation,but 
vather exceeded it farre, being fo thanktull as to re- 
turne an hundred for one. But the Sawages though ne- 
ver Nation vied fo kindly vpon fo final defert,haue in 
fread of that Harneff which our paines m erited, retur- 
ned nothing but Bryers and thornes, piicking evento 
death many: Of their Benefa@tors + yet doubt wee 
not, but that asall wickednes is ctafty to vndocit felf, 


fo thefealfe, thorow oiir fides, haue mote wounded 
C2 them. 
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themfelues then vs, God Almighty making way for 
feueritic there, where a fayre gentlenefle would not 
take place. The oceafion whereof thus I relate from 
thence. 


HE laft aay there came Letters from Sir Francis 
Wiat Gouernor in VixGin ta, which did aduer-

- Sauages, about the middle of March laft, what time 

the Meflenger returned backe with thefe words from 

~him;. That he held the peace concluded fo firme, as 

- the Skie fhould fooner fallthen it diffolue - yea, fuch 

_ wasthe treacherous diffimulation of that people who 

then had contrived our deftruétien, that euen two 

_ dayesbefore the Maffacte, fome of our men were gui- 

ded thorow the woods by them in fafety : and one 

- Browne, who then to learne the language liued among 

the Warrafcoyacks (a Province of that King) was in 

friendly manner fent backe by them to Captaine Ha- 

- worhis Mater, and many the like paffages, rather in- 

_ creafing our former confidence, then any wife in the 

-world miniftring the leaft fifpition of the breach of 

the peace, or of what inftantly enfued ; yea, they bor- 

rowed our owne Boates to conuey themfclues crofle 

- the River (on the bankes of both fides whereofall our 

- Plantations were) to confult of the diuellifh murder 

- that enfued, and of our vtter extirpation, which God 

 ofhis mercy (by the meanes of fome of themfelues 

| conuerted to Chriftianitie) preuented : and as well 

~ onthe Friday morning(the fatal day )the 22 of March, 

asalfo in the evening, as in other day¢s before, they 

came vnarmed into our houfes, without Bewes or ar- 

~ gowes, or other weapons, with Deere, Turkies, Fith, .

Furres, and other prouifions, to fell, and trucke with 
vs, for glaffe, beades, and other trifles: yea in fome 
places, fate downe at Breakfaft with our people at 
their tables, whom immediately with their owne 
tooles and weapons, eyther laid downe, or ftanding in 
their houfes, they bafely and barbaroufly murthered, 
not fparing eyther age or fexe, man,woman or childe; 
fo fodaine in their cruell execution, that few or none 
difcerned the weapon or blow that brought them to 
deftrucion. In which manner they alfo flew many of 
our peoplethenat their feuerall workes and husban- 
dries in the fields,and without their houfes, fome in 
planting Corne and Tobacco , fome in gardening, 
fome in making Bricke, building, fawing, and other 
kindes of husbandry , they well knowing in what pla- 
ces and quarters each of our men were, in regard of 
their daily familiaricy, and refort to vs for trading and 
other negotiations, whichthe more willingly was by 
vs continued and cherifhed for the defire we had of ef- 
fecting that great mafter-peece of workes, their con- 
uerfion. And by this meanes that fatall Friday mor- 
ning, there fell vnder the bloudy and barbarous hands 
of that perfidious and inhumane people, contrary to 
alllawes of God and men,of Nature & Nations,three 
hundred forty feuen men, women,and children,moft 
by their owne weapons ; and not being content with 
taking away life alone, they fellafter againe vpon the 
dead, making‘as well as they could, a-frefh murder, 
defacing, dragging,and mangling the dead carkaffes 
into many pieces, and carrying fome parts away in 
derifion,with bafeand bruitifh triumph. | 


‘Neither yet did thefe beafts {pare jae 
| t 


€ 
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the reft well knowne vnto them, from whom they had 
daily receiued many benefits and fauours, but {pite- 
fully alfo maffacred them, without remorfe or pitty, 
being in this more fell then Lyons and Dragons, 
which(as Hiftories record) haue beene fo farre from 
hurting, as they haue both acknowledged, and grate- 
fully requited their Benefastors ; fuch is the force of 
goed deeds, though done to cruel beafts, as to make _ 
them put offthe very nature of beafts, andto put on 
humanity vpon them. Burthefe mifcreants, contra- 
‘riwife in this kinde, put nor off onely all humanity, 
bat put ona worfeand more then vnaaturall bruitifh- 
nefle. One inftance of it, amongft too many, fhall 
ferue forall. O55 
That worthy religious Gentleman, Maftcr George 
F horpe Efquire,Deputie of the Colledge lands, fome- 
timesone of his Maieftics Pentioners, and in one of 
the principall places ofcommand in Vir cinta, did 
fo truly and earneftly affect their conuerfion, and was 
fotender ouer them,that whofoeuer vnder his autho- 
rity had giuen them but the leaft difpleafure or difcon- 
tent, he punifhed them feuercly.. He thought nothing 
too deare for them , and.as being defirous to binde 
them vatohim by his many courtefics, hee neuer de- 
nyed them any thing that they asked him, infomuch 
that when thefe Savages complained ynto him of the 
fiercenefle of our Maftines,moft implacable and terri- 
ble vnto them, (knowing them by inftinét it feemes,to 
be but treacherous and falfe-hearted friends to vs, bet- 
ter then our {elues) he to gratifie them in all things, 
forthe winning of them by degrees, caufed fome of 
them to be killed in their prefence,,to the great dil- 
| an pleafure 
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_pleafirre of the owners,and would haue had all the reff 
euelt (had he not beene hindered) to make them the 
gentler-and the milder to them. Hee was not onely 
too kinde and beneficiall to the common fort, but alfo 
to their King, to whom hee oft reforted, and gaue 
many prefents which hee knew to be highly pleafing 
tohim. And whereas this king before dwelt enely in 
a cottage, or rather a denne or hog-ftye, made witha 
few sates and ftickes, and couered with mats after 
their wyld manner,to ciuilize him,he firft,buile hima 
fayre houfe according to the Englith fafhion, in which 
hee tooke fuch ioy, efpecially in his locke and key, 
which hee fo admired, as locking and vnlocking his 
doore an hundred times aday, hee thought no deuice 
in all the world was comparable to ir. ge a 
Thus infinuating himfelfe to this King for his reli 
gious purpofes, he conferred after with him oft, and 
intimated to him matters ofour Religionsand thus far 
the Pagan confefled , moued by naturall Principles, 
that our God was a good God, and better much then 
theirs,in that he had with fo many good things aboue 
them endowed vs. Hee to!d him, if hee would ferue 
our God, hee fhould bee partaker of all thofe good 
things wee had, and of farre greater then fenfe or rea- 
fon euer could imagine. Hee wonne vpon him, as hee 
thought in many things foas hee gaue him fayre hea- 
ring and good anfwer, and feemed to be much plea- 
fed with his difcourfe and in his company. And both 
heeand his people for the daily courtefies this good 
Gentleman did to one or other of them, did profcfle 
fuch outward loue and refpe@ vnto him, as nothing 
could feeme more : but all was little regarded ca 
) this: 
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this Viperous brood, as the fequell thewed : forthey 
not only wilfully murdered him, but cruelly and felly, 
out of deuillith malice, did fo many barbarous de- 
_ fpights and foule fcornes after to his dead corpes, as 
are vnbefitring to be heard by any ciuilleare. One 
- thing I cannot omir, that when this good Gentleman 
--ypon his fatall hower, was warned by his man (who 
- perceined fome treachery intendedto them by thefe 
| hell-hounds) tolooke to himfelfe, and withall ranne 
away for feare of the mifchiefe he ftrongly appre- 
- hended, and fo faued his owne life’; yet his Matter, 
gut of the confcicnce of his owne good meaning, and 
faire deferts euer towards them, was fo void of all fu- 
fpition, and fo full of confidence, that they had fooner 
killed him, then hee could or would beleeue they 
meant any ill againft him. Thus the finnes of thefe 
wicked Infidels, haue made them vnworthy of enioy- 
ing him, and the eternall good that he moft zealoufly 
alwayes intended to then. , 
And thusthefe mifcrable wretches, not hee, hath 
loft by it, who to the comfort of vs all, hath gayned a 
‘Crowne ofendleffe bliffe, and is afluredly become a 
glorious: Martyr, in which thrice-happy and blefled 
 flatewe leauehim. But thefe mifcreants, who haue 
|. thus defpifed Gods great mercies fo freely offered to 
them, muft needs in time therefore be corre&ed by 
his iuftice: So as thofe who by the way of mercies 
‘would not'be drawng vnto him, fhall fome of them at 

Jength (nodoubt) be brought vnto him by his way 
of iudgements : to’ which leauing them, I will knit 
againe together now the thred of my Difcourfe, and 
‘proceed to tell you, Thatat the time of this Mafflacre 
| D there 
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therewere three of foure of our fhips in Jémes-Riuer, 
and oncimthe noxt Riueér) and daily more to,come in, 
as three did within: fourteene. cayes ‘after ; once.of 
which they endeuored to haue furprifed, but in vaine, 
as had alfobeene their whole atcempt,had anty the leaft 
fore-knowledge beencin thofe places where the Maf- 
{acre was committed :-yet were the hearts of the En- 
glifh ever ftupid., and auerted from beleeuing any 
thing that might weaken: their hopes. of fpeedy. win- 
ning the Savages to-Ciuilitie and-Religion, by kinde 
vfageand fayre conuerfing amongftthem. Hee, and 
the whole Councell write further, That Almighty 
God (they doubt not) hath his great worke to doe in 
this Tragedy,and will thereout draw honorand glory 
to. his great Name, fafety , and a more flourifhing 
eftate to themfelues, and the whole Plantation there; 
and the more fpeedy conuerfion of the Children of 
thofe Sauages to himfelfe, fince hee fo miraculoufly 
preferued fo many of the Eneglifh (there-being, God - 
be prayfed, about eleven parts of twelue {till remay- 
ning) whofe defireto draw thofe people to Religion 
by the careleffe negle&t of their owne fafeties, feemes 
to haue beene the greateit caufe of their own enfuing 
deftruction. Yet it pleafed Godto. vie fome of them 
as inftruments to faue many of their liues, whofe 
foules they had formerly faued, as at Jammes-Citie, and 
other places, and the Pinnace trading in Pamounkey 
Riuer, all whofé liues were faued bya conuerted J#- 
dian, di{clofing the plot inthe inftant(wherof though 
GA out finnes (fay they) made vs vnworthy tobe inftru- 
a d ih ments of fo gloriousa conuerfion in generall, yet his 
ell | infinite wifedame can neuerthelcfle bring..it to. rae

with fome more of them,and with other Prouinces 
there in his good time, and by fuch meanes as wee 
thinke moft vnlikely. For even in the deliuery of vs 
~ thatnow furuiue, no mans particular carefulnefle fa 
- uedany one perfon, but the mecte goodnefle of him- 
felfe, freely and miraculoufly preferued whom it plea- 
fed him. | 

The Letters of Mr. George Sandis a worthy Gentle- 
manand Treafurer there, likewife haueaduertifed (as 
many others from many particular perfons of note 
and worth) befides the Relations of many returned in 
the Sea-flower (the fhip that brought vs this vnwel- 
come newes) haue beene heard at large in the publike 
Courts, that whilftall their affayres' were full of fuc- 
ceffe, and fuch intercourfe of familiaritie, as ifthe Ia- 
dians and themfelues had beene of one Nation, thofe 
treacherous Natives, after fiue yeares peace, by a ge- 
-nerall combination in one day plotted to fubuert their 
whole Colony, and at one inftant oftime,though our 
feuerall Plantations were an hundred and forty miles 
vpene Riuer on both fides. 

But before Igoe any further, forthe better vnder- 
ftanding of all things, you fhall know that thefe wyld 
naked Natiueslienot in great numbers together,but 
difperfed,and in {mall companies; and where moft to- 
gether; not abouetwo hundred, and that very rare in 
otheriplaces fifty er forty, or thereabouts, and many 
miles: diftant from ont another, in fuch’placesamong 
the Woodswherethey:cither found,or might éafilieft 
make fome cleared plots of ground, which they im- 
ploy wholly-in fectitig of: Corne, whereby,to fuftaine 
their liuess ‘Thefe fall and {catered Companies ( ¥ 


[ hauefaid) had warning giuen from one ahothérin 
alltheir habitations tomecte at the day and houre ap. 
pointed for ourdefiru@ion,atallourfenerall Townes 
and places {eated vpon the Riuer 3 fome were diredted. | 
togo¢ to one place, fome to another, allto be done at. 
the fame day and time, which they did accordingly : 
{ome entring their Houfes vnder colour of trucking, 
and fo taking aduantage, ethers. drawing our men a- 
broad vpon faire pretences, and the reft fuddenly fal: 
jing vpon thofe that were at their labours. 
They certifie further, that befides Mafter George 

Thorpe, before mentioned, Mafter ohn Berkeley, Cap= 
taine Nathanael Powel, and his. wife, (daughter of 
Matter Wiliam Tracy, and great with childe) and 
Captaine c#ayeock, all Gentlemen of birth, vertue,. 
and induftry, and of the Councell there, fuffered yn= 
der thistheircrueltyand treafon... 0... vn 

| That the flaughter had beene vniverfall, ifGod had’ 
not putit into the heart ofan Indian belonging to one 
Perry, to difclofeit, who lining inthe houfe ofone 
Pace, was vrged by another Indian his Brother (who: 
came the night before and lay with him) to-kill/ Pace, 
(fo.commanded:byithéir King ashe declared) as hee 
would kill Pervy «telling further that by fuchan houre 
in the morning a number would:come from divers 
places to finith the Execution, who:failed not:at the 
time: Perries Indian rofe ont of his bedand reueales 
itto Pace, that vfed himas a Sonne: And thus the 
reft‘of the Colony that had warning given them, by 
this meanes was faued. Such was (Godbee thanked 
for it) the good fruit ofan Infidell conuerted to Citris. 
ftianity ;forrhough threehundred and more of a 
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died by many ofthefe Pagan Infidels, yet thoufands 
ofours were faued by the means of one of themalone 


-- which was made a Chriftia;Blefled be God for ever, 
whofe mercy endureth for ener ; Blefled bee God 


whofe mercy is abouc his iuftice, and farre aboue all 


his workes : who wrought this deliuerance whereby 


their foules cfcaped even as a Bird out of the fnare 
ofthe Fowler. 7 
Pace vpon this difcouery,fecuring his houfe,before 
day rowed ouer the Riuer to James-City (in that place 
~neete three miles in bredth) and gaue notice thereof 
tothe Gouertior;by which meanes they were preven- 
ted there, and at fuch other Plantttions as was pof- 


fible for a timely intelligence to be giuen ; for where 


they faw vs ftanding ypon our Guard, at the fight of 
a Peece they all ranne away. In other places that 
could haue no notice , fome Peeces with munition 


- (the vfe whereof they know not) were there carried 


away, and fome few Cattell alfo were deftroyed by 
them. And as Fame diuulgeth (not without pro- 
bable grounds) their King hath fince ‘caufed the moft 
pait of the Gunpowder by him furprized, to bee 
fowne, to draw therefrom thelike increafe, as: of his 
Maize or Corne,in Harueft next. And that it is fince 
difcouered, that thelaft Summer Opachankano pracii-. 


| * fed: with aKing of the Bafternfhore(no well-willerof 


his) to futnifl:' him with tore of poifon (naturally 

rowing in his countty) forour deft Gion, which he 
abfolutely.refufed, though hefent him great ftore of 
Beades,andother prefents towinne himthereunto : 
whiche with fiur orfixe of his-grearnien, offered 
tobe ready toinftificlagainft him.’ That the isiat 
son | D3. or 
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of this firprize was moft by the inftigationof the De- 
uill, (enemy to their faluation) and the dayly feare 
that poffeft them,that in time we by our growing con. 
tinually vponthem, would difpoffefle them of this 


Country, as they had beene formerly of the Welt - 


Indies by the Spaniard ; produced this bloody aé. 
That neuer griefe and fhame pofleffed any people 


more then them(clues, to be thus butchered by fo na- - 


ked and cowardly a people, who dare not ftand the 
prefentment ofa ftaffe in manner of a Peece, noran 
vncharged Peece in the hands ofa woman, from which 
they flye as fo many Hares ; much fafter then from 
their tormenting: Deuill,; whom they worfhip for 
feare, though they acknowledge they Joue him not. 


re We haue you feene the particulars of this maft 
facre, out of Letters from thence written, where= 
in treachery and cruelry haue done their worft to vs, 
orrather to themfelues; for whofe vnderftanding is 
fo fhallow, as not to perceiue that this muftneeds bee 
for the good ofthe Plantation after, and the loffe of 
this blood to make the body more healthfull, as: by 
thefe reafons may be manifeft. : 
_. Firft, Becaufe betraying of innocency neuer refts 
vnpunifhed : And therefore _4gefilaus,when his ene- 
mies (vpon whofe oath of being faithful hee refted) 
had deceiued him; he fent them: thankes, for that by 
their periury, they had made God his friend j-and 
theirenemys er oho i+ bilneiybomtoich 
Secondly, Becaufe our hands: which before were 
tied with. gentleneffe and faire vfage'jiare now fet 
at liberty by the treacherous violence of the Sauages; 
Late %,* rae ig not 
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not vatying the Knot,bie clitting it: So that we;,who 
hitherto haue had pofleffion ofno more ground then 
their wafte, and our purchafe ata valuable confidera- 
tion to. their ewne contentment, gained ; may now 
by right of Warre, and law of Nations, inuade the 
Country, and deftroy them who fought to deftroy 
vs: whereby wee fhall-enioy theircultiuated places, 
turning the laborious Mattocke into the victorious 
Sword (wherein there is more both eafe, benefit, and 
glory) and poffeffing the fruits of others labours. 
Now their cleared grounds imall their villages(which 
are firuate inthe fruitfulleft places. of the land) fhall 
be inhabited by vs, whercas heretofore the grubbing 
of woods was the greateft labour. 

Thirdly; Becaufe thofe commodities which’ the 
Indians enioyed as much or rather more then we, fhall 
now alfo be entirely poflefied by vs. The Deere and 
other beafts will bein {afety, and infinitly increafe, 
which heretofore not onely in the generall huntings 
ofthe King (whereat foure or fiue hundred Deere 
were vfually flaine ) but by each particular Indian 
were deftroied at alltimes of the yeare, without any 
difference of Male,Damme,or Young. The like may 
be faid of our owne Swine and Goats, whereof they 
haue vfed to kill eight in tenne more then the Englifh 
hauedone. There will bealfoa great increafe of wild 
Turkies, and other waighty Fowle, forthe Indians 
neuer put difference of deftroying the Hen, but kill 
them whether in feafon: or not, whether in breeding 
time, or fitting on their egges,or hauing new hatched, 
it isall oneto them : whereby, as alfo by the orderly 
viing of their fifhing Weares, no knowne Country *: 
Saiy the: 
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che world will {o plentifully abound in vidtuall. 

Fourthly, Becaufe the way of conquering them is 
much more eafie then of ciuilizing them by faire 
meanes, for they are a rude, barbarous, and naked 
people, feattered in fmall companies, whichare helps 
to Victorie, but hinderances-to Ciuilitie: Befides thar, 
aconqueft may be of many,and at once ; but civility 
is in particular, and flow, the effe& of long time, and 
great induftry. Moreouer, victorie of them may bee 
eained many waies ; by force, by furprize, by famine 
in burning their Corne, by deftroying and burning 
their Boats, Canoes, and Houfes, by breaking them 
fifhing Weares, by affailing them in their huntings, 
‘whereby they get the greateft part of their-fuftenance 
in Winter, by purfuing and chafing’ them with our 
horfes, and blood-Houndsto draw after them, and 
Mattiues to teare them which take this naked,tanned, 
deformed Sauages, for no other then wild beafts, and 
are fo fierceand fell vpon them, that they feare them 
worfe then their old Deuill which they worfhip,fup- 
pofing them tobe a new and worfe kinde of Deuils 
thentheirowne. By thefe and fundry other wayes, 
as by driving them (when they flye) vpon'their ene- 
mies, who are round about then, and by animating 
and abetting their enemies againit them, may their 

ruine ot fubie@tion be foone effected. 
So the Spaniard made great v{e for his owne turne 
of the quarrels and enmities that were amoneft the 
Indians, as throughly vnderftanding and following 
that Maxime of the Politician, Divide & impera,Make 
diuifions and take Kingdomes: For thus he got two of 
the greateft Kingdomes of the WeltIndies, Per# and 
Mexico, 


) Gs) 
Mexico, by the Princes dinifions,and the peoples diffe- 
— rences. After the death of Guazsacapa king of Peru,his 
fonnes Artabalippa and Gafcar falling to war about the 
_ kingdom,& each of thé ftriuing to make the Spasiard 
to his friend, Francis Pizzarromanaging thetfe their 
- diuifions onely to his owneends, cafily {tripped them 
| poth of that rich Kingdome, and became Matter of 
Peru. And fo likwife Ferdinando Cortez vanquifhed 
King Motezwma,and gained the Kingdome of Mexico 
from him,by the aid and furtherance of the neighbo- 
ring people of the Prouince of Tafcala, being deadly 
enemies to the cAfexicanss for which feruice they of 
Tafcala are freed by the Spaniards fromall Tributesto 
thistime. In Viroin1a the many divers Princes 
and people there areat this day oppofite in infinite fa- 
Gions one vnto another, and many of them beare a 
mortall hatredto thele our barbarous Sauages, that 
haue beenelikely as falfe and perfidious heretofore to 
them, as vnto vs of late. Soas the quarrels , and the 
~ caufes of them, and the different humours of thefe 
people being well vnderftood, it will be an eafic mat- 
 terto overthrow thofe that noware, or may bee our 
_enemies hereafter, by aydingand fetting on their ene- 
mics againftthem. And by thefe factions and diffe- 
rences of petty Princes, the Romans tooke their grea- 
teftaduantage to ouercome this Iland of Great Bri- 
tayne, of which Tacitus ayes, Ita dum finguli pugnant 
vniner(ivinewntur. And Iuftia hath the like faying of 
the caufe of vanquithing the Grecian Cities. 

Fiftly, Becaufe the Indians, who before were 
vied as friends, may now moft iuftly be compelled to 
feruitude and drudgery and fupply the roome of me 
walt E that 
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that labour, whereby cuenthe meaneft of the Planta- 
tion may imploy themfclues more entirely in their 
Artsand Occupations, which are more gencrous,whi- 
left Sauages performe their inferiour workes of dig- 
ging in mynes, and the like, of whom alfo fome may 
befent for the feruice of the S omemer Ilands. 

Sixtly, This will for ener hereafter make vs more 
cautclousand circum{peét, as neuer to bee deceiued 
more by any other treacheries , bue will ferue for a 
great inftruétion to all pofteritie there, to teach them 
that Tuff is the mother of Deceipt, and to learne them 
that of the Italian, Chi non fida, non singamuu, Hee 
that trufts not isnot deceiued : and make them know 
that kindneflesare miffpent vpon rude natures, fo long 
as they continue rude; as alfo, that Sauages and Pa- 
gans are aboue all other for matter of Iuftice euer to 
be fufpected. Thus vpon this Anvile fhall wee now 
beate out to our flues an armour of proofe, which: 
fhall for euer after defend vs.from: barbarous Incurfi- 
ons, and from greater dangers that otherwife might 
happen. And fo we may truly fay according to the 
French Prouerb, Aquelg, chofe malhear eft bon, ILlucke: 
is goed for fomething. 

Laftly, We haue this benefit more to our comfort, 
becaufeall good men doe now take much more care 
of vsthen before, fince the fault is on their fides, not 
on ours, who haue vfed fo fayre a cariage, euen to our 
owne deftru@ion. Efpecially his evtaieffies, moft gra- 
tious, tender and paternall care is manifeftherein,who- 
by his Royall bounty and goodneffé, hath continued’ 
his many fauors vnto vs, with anew, large, & Princely 
fupply of Munition and Armes, out of his Maiefties 
owne 
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ewne ftore in the Tower, being gratioufly beftowed 
for the fafery and aduancement of the Plantation. As 
alfo his Royall fauor isamply extended ina large fup- 
ply of men and other neceflaries throughout the 
whole Kingdome, whieh are very fhortly to bee fent 
to VIRGINIA. 

Neyther muft wee omit the Honourable City of 
Lendon, whoto fhew their zeale at this time (as they 
hauealwayes done vpon all Honourable occafions to 
their endleffe praife ) are now {etting forth one hun- 
dred perfons, at their owne charges, for the aduance- 
ment of the Plantations. Inthe furtherance of which 
action, as the whole graue Senate of Aldermen haue 
fhewed much piety and wifedome, fo in particular, 
the Right Honourable Sir Edward Barkham Knight, 
the now Lord Mayor, hath demonftrateda moft wor- 
thy mind, Befides many worthy Perfons of birth and 
quality, and divers others at their owne cofts are now 
preparing for Virointa. Neyther ts any man to 
be:deiected becaufe of fome fich difafters as thefe that 
may feeme to thwart the bufineffe. | 

What growing State was there ener in the world 
which had notthelike 2 Rome grew by oppofition, 
and rofe vpon the backe of her enemies. Marke burt 
the Spaniard whoisin the fame Continent with V rr- 
¢1nra, and hath now perfected his worke; Marke 
and tell mee, if hee hath not had more counterbuffes 
farrethen wee, as out of their owne hiftories at large 
may be proved. | 

Columbus vpon his returne from the West Indzes in- 
to Spaine, hauing left his people with the Indian in 
peaceyand promife of fayre viage towards them , yet 
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at his comming backe againe, hee found no ofte man 
aliueof them, but all by the Natiues treachcroufly 
flaine. 

After this againe, when the Spanifh Colony was in- 
creafed in great numbers, the /adians (from whom 
the Spanzards for trucking ftuffe vied to hauesall their 
corn) generally confpired togetherto plant no corneat 
all,intending therby to famith them,themfclues liuing 
inthe meane time vpon Caffaws (aroot to make bread 
oncly.then knowne to themfelues : This plot of theirs 
by the Spaniards ouer-fight (that foolifhly depended 
vpon Strangers for their bread) tooke {uch effe@, and 
brought them to fuch mifery by the rage of famine, 
that they {pared no vneleane, no loachfomebeaft, no 
not the poyfonous and hideous Serpents, but eate 
them vp alfo, deuouring one death to faue them from 
another: And by this meanesthe whole Colony well- 

neare furfetted, fickned, and dyed miferably.. 
After againe, vpon frefh and great fupplyes new 
made, an infinite company of them by their inconti- 
nency dyed of the Indtax difeafe, that hath now got 
a Freach name, whichat firft (as being a ftrange and 
vnknowne malady).was deadly vpon whomfocuer it 
lighted. Befides. (before they knew the caufe and 
remedy) very many loft divers parts of their body, 
feet and hands principally, by a little vermine leffe 
then a Flea, and skipping like it, called’ Nigwa, which 
got between the skinne and the fecth before they were 
aware, and there bred and multiplyed, making fwel- 
lings and putrefactions, to the decay and loffe of their 

bodily members. 

What fhould I tell you that the Plantations diuers: 
times. - 


| (29) | 
times were neare vndorie, by. the ambition, factions, 
and malice of the Commanders one yntoanocher. Co- 
lumbus,to whom they were beholding for all, with his 
brothers, were fent home from the Weft Indies into 
Spaine bound with chaines : and fome other great 
Commanders killed and murthered one another. Piz- 
zarro.was killed by w4/magres fonne,. and him Vafco 
beheaded, which Vafco was taken by Bla/co, and this 
Blafco was likewsle taken by Pizzarroes brother. Thus 
by their owne fpighefull and auaritious quarrels did 
they well-neare fhake the mayne pillars of that Plan- 
| tation. : 
~  'Thefeand many other calamities and mifchiefes, 
toolong to relate now, hapned vnto them more then 
euerdidtovs. Andat onetime their plantation was 
euen at the laft gafpe, all their Colony being refolued 
defperately to leaue it, had not two fhips vnexpected 
come in with new fupplyes + yet wee {ec forall theie 
miferies, that they haue attained to their ends at laft, 
Honor, power,and wealth; In fo much asthat Coun- 
trey, which ( when they were difhartned with difa- 
fters) they. beganne to be fo weary of, that they were 
about to forfake itall, in fhort time after (feeing all 
ftormes blowne ouer, and fayre weather fhining vpon 
them) they were fo inloue with their great fortunes, 
that they grew foicalous of them, as made them fhut 
them vp from the fight of any but themfelues. And 
then they petitioned their King, by an inuiolable De- 
cree toannexe and vnite the Wef Indies infeparably 
for cuer to-the Crowne of Spaine. ; which (for their 
better fecuritie and fatisfa@tion) was accordingly per- 
formed and ratified, asit is to be feene in Hereras Hi- 
| : E. 3. ftory 
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ftory of the Weft Indies. And whereas before) few 
could be hired to go to inhabite there,now with great 
fuite they mutt obtaine ic. 

Thus have they in time by induftry, patience, and 
conftancy effected this great worke of theirs, notwith- 
ftanding to encreafe their difficulties alfo,they were to 
deale with a moft populous & numerous nation, which 
they ouercameat laft: So.as Owiedo in his third Booke 
of the firft Part of his Weft Iadie Hiftory faith, that of 
a million of Izdians at leaft, that were in Hifpaniold, 
there were not (in little more then forty yeares {pace 
after the firft beginning of the Plantation) fiue hun- 
dred of thé & all their children lining: for the Indians 
that lived there, after were brought out of the Conti- 
nent into that Land, or out of one Land to be planted 
inanother. On the other fide, the Natiues in Vir- 
G In ta are nothing populous, butthin and {cattered 
Nations, as isknowne to all. 

Hireby the way to make a little Digreffion, fince I 
haue mentioned Ox#zedo who liued aboue twenty two 
yearesin the Weft Indies, I will acquaint you'with his 
obferuation and iudgement of the nature and dif; poft- 
tion of the ivdians there, that you may compare and 
fee in what, and how farre, it agrees with that of the 
Natiuesof VirGINIA. 

They are (faith hee) by nature floathfull and idle, 
vitious, melancholy, flouenly, of bad conditions, ly- 
ers, of {mall memory, of no conftancy er truft. Inan- 
other place he faith, The Zvdian isby nature of all peo- 
ple the moft lying and moft inconftant in the world, 
fortith and fodaine : neuer looking what dangers may 
happen afterwards, lefle capable then children of fixe 


or 


, 
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ot feauen yeares old, and leffe apt and ingenious. This 
isthe generall difpofition of moft of them, though 
there be fome (fayes he) that be wife and fubtill. And 
indeede it fhould feeme fo, when they could oucr- 
reach and goebeyond the Spaniard fo much, to put 
that tricke of ftaruing them (as aforefaid) vpon them, 

~ totheir fo great and almoft torall deitruction. 
Buttocomeagaine to that which I firft intended: 
Since the Spaniard (as we fee) in his Plantations hath 


gone thorow farremore hazards, and greater difficul- 
ties then euer wee haue had, we therefore in looking 


to what is paft, vpon great reafon ought likewile nor 
tobe deterred, but fe much the rather inuited to pro- 
ceede with conftancy and courage. And if befides wee 
looke (as moft men doe) after the riches of a Coun- 
trey to inuite vs on, aske thofe that haue beene there, 
and hauc trauelled farreand neare , and they will tell 
you, that no Countrey in the world doth naturally 
abound with more Commodities then Vireinta 


doth. The Clymate is knowne to be more temperate, 


and the foyle more richthen that of the Wef Indies is: 
neyther doth it want mynes ofall forts, no not of the 


richeft, as is knowne to fome now living, and fhall be 


manifefted when fit time fhall ferue.And yet to thinke 


that Gold and Siluer mynes are ina Countrey (other- 


wife moft richand fruitfull) the greateit wealth of a 


_ Plantation, isbuea popular errer, as-is. that opinion 
_dikewife , That the Gold-and Silver is the greateft 
wealth of the Weft Indies now at this prefent time. 


True it is indeed, that in the firft Conqueft the Spa- 
niards got great and mighty treafure from the Iva‘- 
aus, whichthey in long {pace had heaped vp together, 


and: 


= at 
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aiid in thofe times the Indians thewed them -entyre 
and plenrifull rich mynes, which by length of time 
(as is well known and. publifhed to the world by thofe 
that haue beene there) are waited and exhaufted fince, 
fo as now the charge of getting thofe mettals is 
erowne moft exceffiue, befides the confuming and 
{poyling many men of their lives, which are depriued 
of them by the vapors that come out of the Gold and 
Silucr mynes, which are moft peftilent and deadly, as 
diucrs authors auerre, Amoneft others, a late Geo- 
crapher {peaking of the Weft Indies, and of thofe 
mynes there, faith, Odor ex aurt & argenti fodinis ne- 
sins admodums neg, tamen probibust acris corruptifsims 
violentia Hifpanos, ne in alio orbe nounme morienal lo . 
cum quererent. So as all things confidered by thefe 
mynes, what by the liues of many men loft in them, 
and what with the great charge otherwife in getting 
them, the cleare gaine tothe Aduenturers from thefe 
mettals (the Kings part defrayed) is bur fmalltothem, 
nothing neere fo much I am fure, as is imagined. And 
were it not for other rich Commodities there that ens 
able and enrich the Aduenturers, thofe of the Con- 
tractation houfe were neuer able to fubfift by this. For 
the greareft part of their gaine and profit I fay confifts 
not in thefe mynes, but in their other Commodities, 
partly natiue, and partly tranflated from other parts 
ofthe world, and planted in the Wef? Indies: As in 
their mighty wealth of Sugars (the Sugar-Canesbe- 
ing tran{ported firft from the Canaries, )and in Gin- 
ger,and fome other commodities deriued from the 
aft Indies thither : in their Cochanile,. their Indico, 
their Cotten, their infinite tore of Hydes and Skins 

elf 
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their Quick-filuer, and Allom, Woad , and Brafill. 
wood,&c. And their many other Dyes, Paints, Petc- 
caraua, Tobacco, Gummes, Balmes, Oyles maedeci- 
nall,and Perfumes,their S4r/faparifiia,and many other 
phyficall drugs, (for which, learned Phyfitians and 
skilfull Simplers were fent to take a furuey, and make 
an exquifite draught of all the Plants in colours.) Thefe 
Ifay and other the like commodities are the Weft 
Indies indeed vnto the Aduenturers, by which they 
are inabled to inrich themfelues, and to fuftaine the 
mighty charge of drawing out the Gold and Siluer, 
to the great andcleare reuenew of their King. 
Thad many things of importance to fay more, but 
I will detain the Reader no longer now. To conclude 
then,fecing that Virginia is moftabundantly fruicfull, 
..<andthat this Maffacre muft rather be beneficiallto the 
Plantation then impaire it , let all men take courage, 
and put to their helping hands, fince now the time is 
_ moft feafonable and aduantagious for the reaping of 
_ thofe benefits which the Plantation hath long promi- 
fed: and for their owne good let them doc it fpeedily, 
that fo by taking the prioritie of time, they may haue 
alfo the prioritie of place, inchoofing the beft Seats 
of the Country, which now by vanquifhing of the 
Indians, is like to offer a more ample and faire choice 
of fruitfull habitations, then hitherto our gentlenefle | 
and faire comportment to the Sauages could atraine 
vnto. Wherein no doubt bur all rhe fauour that may 
be, fhall be fhewed to Aduenturers and Planters. And 
| forold Aduenturers, there is due vnto them and their 
| heyres (according tothe Orders of the Company) 
| foreach tweluc pounds ten fhillings formerly paid 
into 


inito the treafury, one hundred Actes of Land; vpeny 


being planted. And; whofocuer tran{ports himfelfe 
orany other, at his charge into Viretinta, fhallifor 
himfelfe and each perfon fo, tranfported, before Mid- 
Jummer, 1625..haueto.him.and his heyres for cuer, 
fifty Acres of land-vpon a firft Diuifion, and as much 
more vpona fecond : the firft fifty being cultiuated or 
manured, if fuch perfon continue there three yeares, 
eyther at once or feuerall times, or dye after hee bee 
fhipped for that Voyage. | 
Laftly, iris to be wifhed, that euery good Patriot 
will take thefe things ferioufly into his thoughts, and 
confider how decply the profecution of this noble- 
Enterprife concerneth the honor of his Mazeftie and 
the whole Nation, the propagation of Chriftian Re- 
Jigion, the enlargement , ftrength ,and fafety of his 
Maiefties Domintions,the rich augmenting of his Re- 
uennues,the imploiment of his Subiedts idle at home, 
the increafe of men, Mariners and fhipping, and the 
raifing of fuch neceflary commoditie, for the impor- 
tation of which from forren Countrics fo great and 
incredible fummes are continually iflued and expen- 
ded. Some may helpe with their purfes, fome with 
their perfons, fome with their fauour,fome with their 
counfell : efpecially amongft others, let Minifters in 
their publike and priuate prayers commend thefe 
Plantations to the bleffing of Almighty God ; 
To whom be all honor and glory, 
for euer and cuer, 
Amen, ;

- peeeews¢ He noble Plantation of Vrrornra hath 
fome very excellent Prerogatiues aboue 
many other famous Kingdomes, namely, 

‘4 the temperature ofthe ayre, the fiuitful- 
neffe of the foile, andthe commodiouf- 

 neffe of fituation.. 

' Theayre is healthfull and free both from: immode- 

rate heate, and from extreame cold ; fo that both the 

inhabitants and their cattell doe profper exceedingly 
in ftature and ftreneth, and all Plants brought fiom 
any other remote climatc,doc there grow and frudti-- 

- fie inasgood or better manner, then in the foyle from 

} whence they came. Which though it doe manifeftly 

| prone the fruicfulneffe of the foile,yeelding allkindsof 

| graine or plants committed ynto it, with a richand 
_ plentifullencreafe,yet caunot the fatneffe of the earth 
alone produce fuch excellent effects, vnlefle the tem- 
perature of the Ayre bee likewife fo fauourable, that 

| G3 thofe: 
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thofe tender fprouts which the earth doth abundantly 
bring foreh, may ‘bee ‘cherifhed ‘with moderate heate - 
and feafonable moifture, and freed both from {corch- 
ing drought, and nipping froft. 

Thefe bleffings are fo much the more to bee eftee- 
med, becaufe they are beftowed vpona place fituated 
(o conneniently, and at fo good a diftance both from 
Europe, and the Weft Indies, that for the mutual com- 
merce betwixt thefe great and moftrich parts of the 
habitable world, there cannot bee deuifed any place 
more conuenient for the fuccour and refrefhing of 
thofe that trade from hence thither : whether they be 
of our owne nation,or of our neighbours and friends; 
the multitude of great and nauigable Riuers, and of 
fafe and {pacious hatboyrs, as it were inuiting all Na- 
tions to entertainc mutuall friendfhip, and to partici- 
pate of thofe bleffings which’ God out of the abun- 
dance of his rich Treafures, hath fo gratioufly beftow- 
ed fome vpon thefe parts of Ewrepe,and others no leffe 
defired vpon thofé poore people : which might ftill 
haue remained in their old barbarous ignorance, with- 
out knowledge of their owne mifery, or of Gods in- 
finite goodneffe and mercy ; if ithadnot pleafed God 
thus gratioufly both to draw vs thither with defire of 
fuch wealth as thofe fruitfull Countries afford, and 
alfo to grantws fo eafie,certaine, and fafe a meanes to - 
soe vnto them: which paflage is in mine opinion 

made much more fecure and eafie by the commodious 

harboursand refrefhing which V 1x61 1a doth reach 

eutvnto vs, The coafts of Fleridatothe Welt, being 

not fo harborous ; and of New England to the Eaft, 

fomewhat more out of the way, amongft fo me 
Flats 
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| Blatsand fimall Dands not fo fafe. Neither is the com- 
 modioufneffe of Vireinras fituation onely in re- 
{ped of this welt Atlanticke Ocean, but alfo in refpedt 
ofthe Indiaz Ocean, which wee commonly call the 
South Sea, which lyeth onthe Weft and North weft 
fide of V rxGtN14,0n the other fide ofthe Mountains 
| beyond out Fals, and openeth a free and faire paflage, 
- notonely to China, lapan, and the Moluccaes ; but al- 
| foto New Spaine, Perz, Chila, and thofe rich Coun- 
| triesofTerra Anffrals notas yet fully difcouered.For 
| the Sea wherein Matter Bad/on did winter, which was 
firft difcouered by him, and is. therefore now called: 
| Fretum Hudfon,doth ftretch fo farre towards the weft, 
that it lieth as farre weftward as the Cape of Florida: 
| So that fromthe Fals aboue Henrico City, if we fhape. 
our journey towards the Northweft following the 
- Rivers towards the head, we fhall vndoubtedly come 
to the Mountaines, which as they fend divers great 
- Riuers Sonthward into our Bay of Chefepiock, fo like- 

wife doe they fend others from their further fide 

Northweftward into that Bay where Hid/on did win- 
cer. For fo wee fee in our owne Country, from. the 
ridge of Mountaines continued from Derbifhire into 
| Scotland, doc iffue many great Rivers on both fides 
into the Eaft Germane Ocean, and into the Welterne 
| drifh Seas : in like fort from the Alpes of Switzerland 
- and the Grizons, dorunne the Danubie Eaftward inte 
| Pontus Enxinus, the Rhene into the North Germane 
| Ocean, the Rhofze welt into the Afedsterrane Sea, and’ 
the Pe South into the Adriatike Sea. This Bay where 
| Hudfon did winter, ftrecheth it felfe Southward into. 
| 49. degrees, and cannot be in probability fo jon di- 
|e ant 
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fave from the Fals as 200. Leagues 5 partofthe way 
lying by the Rivers fide towards the mountaincs from 
whence it fpringeth : and the other part on the other 
Gde cannor want Rivers likewife, which will condu& 
vs all rhe way, and I hope carry vsand our prouifions 
a good part of it. Befides that Bay, itis not vnlikely 
chat the Wefterne Sea in fome other Crecke or Riuer 
commeth much necrer then thot place : For the place 
where Sit Thomas Button did winter, lying more We- 
fterly then Mafter Audfons Bay by 5 go.Leagues in the 
{ame Sea, doth extend it felfe very neere as farre to- 
wards the weft as the Cape of Califernia,whichisnow _ 

found to bean Iland ftretching it felfe from 22. de- 
grees to 42.and lying almoft direéily North & South; 
as may appceareina Map of that Iland which I have 
feene here in London, brought out of Holland , where 
the Sea vpon the Northweft part may very prebably 
come much nearer then fome do imagine: who giuing © 
oo much credit to our vfuall Globes and Maps, doe 
dreame ofa large Continent extending it felfe farre 
Weltward to the imagined Straight of Asian, where 
are feated (as they fable) the large Kingdomes of Ce. 
bolaand Quivira, having great and populous Cities. 
of ciuill people; whofe houfes are faid to bee fiue fto- 
ries high, and tu haue fome pillars of 7 urguelfes. 
Which relations are cunningly {et downe by fome 
vpon fet purpofe to put vs out of the right way,and to 
difcourage uch as ocherwife might bee defirous to 
fearch a piffage by the way aforefaid into thofe Seas. 
Gerardus (Mercator, a very induftrious and excel- 
lent Geagrapher, was abufed by a Map fent vnto- him, 
of foure Ewripi meeting about the North Pole ; which 
now 
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now are found to beall turned into a maineicie Sea. 
One demontftration of the crafty falfhood of thefe v- 
furall Maps is this, that Cape Mendocino is fer in them 
Wet Northweft,diftant from the South Cape of Ca- 
lifornia, about feuenteene hundred Leagues, whereas 
Francis Ganle that was imployed in thofe difcoueries 
by the Viferoy of New Spaine;doth in Hugo Linfcotten 
hisbooke fet downetheir diftanceto bee onely fiue 
hundred Leagues. 

Befides this, inthe place where Sir Thomas Button 
did winter in 57.degrees of latitude,the conftant great 
tides cuery twelue houres, and the increafe of thofe 
‘tides whenfocuer any ftrong wefterne wind did blow, 
doe ftrongly perfwade vs that the maine: Wefterne 

-Ocean is not farre from thence: which was much con- 
firmed vito then the Summer following ; when fay- 
Jing direétly North from that place where they win- 
tered, about the Latitude of 6o. degrees, they, were 
crofiéd by a ftrong Currant running, fornerimes Eatt- 
ward, fometimes Weftward : So ‘that if wee finde ei- 
ther Hudfons Bay, ot any Sea more! neere vnto the 
Welt, wee may affure our felues that from thence wee 
may with great eafe paffe to any part of the Eaft In- 
dies : And that as the world is very much beholding 
tothar famous Columbus for that hee firft difcouered 


yntovs the Wefilndies ; and to the Portingall for the 


finding out the ordinary andas yet the beft way that 


is knownetothe Eaff Indies, by Cape Bonded peranza. 
So may they and all the world be in this beholding te 
ys in opening a new and large paflage, both much nea- 
rer, fafer, and farre more wholefome and tempe- 


sate through the Continent of Vrrointa, and by
